Recommend 2,000 
Jobs Be Taken from 
State Civil Service 


SPRINGFIELD ap - An Illinois 
Cis ii Service Commission report re 
leased today recommended that 2, 
(HM) state jobs be taken off civil 
service rolls. 
The report was requested by the 
State 
Personnel 
Administration 
Commission, meeting here today, 
with the aim of resolving “ conflict­ 
ing jurisdictions and general con­ 
fusion" 
in the state’s personnel 
handling 
The Civil Service Commission’s 
main recommendations were for 
the creation of a code department 
of personnel; the establishment of 
criteria for "c a re e r” cm l service | 
jobs; and appointment of a “ quasi- 
judicial” board by the governor to 
conduct hearings and enforce regu­ 
lations. 
The report said that without a 
study “ of each individual position" 
it 
appeared 
the "recommended 
changes" would place about 19,000 
workers under civil service. This 
compares to 21,000 under civil ser­ 
vice now, the report said. 
The report said this would mean 
8.000 jobs would be exempt from

Parakeet Expert 
Gives Inside Dope 


CHICAGO — Of — Parakeets, al­ 
though popular pets for about a 
century, have been known as talk­ 
ers only in the past 25 years, 
ac­ 
cording to a new booklet, “ Meet 
the Parakeet,” written by a Chica­ 
go 
newspaperman, 
John 
Justin 
Smith. 
But once .started at mimicking 
the human voice, the budgie has 
made rapid progress. 
One 
bird owner, 
the book re ­ 
ports, 
taught his parakeet 
to ap­ 
proach 
strangers 
and 
say, “ ft’s 
preposterous! Birds can’t talk.” 
The book gives advice on feeding, 
earing for. and breeding the p ara­ 
keets, which originally cam e from 
Australia. 
Parakeets have 
been known to 
develop 
a taste 
for liquor. 
One 
California 
fancier 
is reported to 
boast that his pet can tell a good 
vermouth from a bad one. 
But 
Smith warns that 
alcohol 
might do the budgie serious harm, 
adding; 
"And anyhow, on one has yet 
figured out what to do about 
a 
parakeet with a hangover.” 
A diet of special parakeet seed 
mixture, supplemented with vita­ 
mins and green vegetables—except 
lettuce—is recommended. 
Among 
the things 
a parakeet 
needs to live well, the author says, 
are parakeet gravel and a cuttle­ 
bone in his cage. 
The bird enjoys 
bright colored toys, especially of 
red and yellow. 
In 
teaching 
the 
bird 
to talk, 
Smith reminded owners that 
the 
parakeet learns 
by instinct, and 
cannot reason. 
Parakeets find the letters “ P ” 
and ” B” easiest to mimic, espe­ 
cially at the beginning of words, 
accounting for the popularity of 
the saying “ Pretty Boy” among 
parakeets. 
The male bird, of course, is the 
best talker, Smith points out. Repe­ 
tition 
is important in teaching the 
bird to talk. 
One fallacy in buying parakeets, 
Smith says, is the idea that a male 
and female bird must be purchased 
so the birds won’t be lonely. Buy­ 
ing a female to live with a pet male 
probably 
would 
result 
in their 
lighting 
“ almost 
as heatedly as 
people.” 
“ Even if they don’t fight, it is a 
poor bet that they'll mate success­ 
fully,” the author adds.
